On  November  il,  In  coirimemor’a- 
tifih  of  Armistice  Day,  thousands  of 
American  studerits  will  gather  in 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
United  States  ih  a  great  “peace 
rally"  designed  to  reiterate  Ameri¬ 
can  Youth’s  determination  that  the 
United  States  shall  hot  again  be¬ 
come  involved  in  wars  on  foreign 
sdii, 

Th'e  call  for  the  natiOn-wlde 
riieetlhgs  was  issued  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Youth  Cohgress,  which  has  its 
headquarters  in  New  York  City.
